Section 1. The property listed as 331 West Pontiac 
Street is hereby designated a Historic Preservation District, 
and in that regard Ordinance Number G-10-84 is hereby amended 
by adding thereto at Section 151.02 (B) thereof the 

designation herein made. 

Section 2 . The map submitted herewith as Exhibit 
"A" is approved and it is noted that all legal steps have been 
taken by the Historic Preservation Review Board pursuant to 
Section 151.10 through 151.13 of Chapter 151 of the Municipal 


Code.

SUBJECT: Historic District Designation 




Fort Wayne's Historic Preservation and Protection Ordinance (G-10- 
84), was established to preserve and protect those historically or 
architecturally worthy structures, sites, and districts which 
impart a distinct aesthetic quality to the city and which serve as 
visible reminders of the historic heritage of the city. To assist 
in achieving this goal, criteria are set forth in the ordinance for 
the establishment of multiple and single property historic 
districts. 

Pursuant to Chapter 151 of the municipal code, the Historic 
Preservation Review Board has held public hearings and approved the 
designation of the following building as a local historic district: 


Bldg. Name Address 

Meyer/Davisson House 331 W. Pontiac Street 

In compliance with section 151.12 (D) of this code, a map of the 
district approved by the HPRB was submitted to the Planning 
Commission for review on June 26, 1995, and received favorable 
comment. 

Historic District designation for the Meyer/Davisson House was 
initiated by the property owner and the Fairfield Neighborhood 
Association in recognition of the historical and architectural 
significance of the property. 

The Historic Preservation Review Board and Staff recommends that 
the Council adopt the attached ordinance amendment in recognition 
of the historical value of the property and to afford protection of 
this unique landmark for future generations.
